Captain 
Johnny Klein, about to be 
taken to the western penitentiary un­ 
der sentence for receiving money In 
1908 for his vote in the selection of a 
city depository, has made good his 
threat to “ pull down the props and let 
the sky fall.” 
District Attorney Blakeley told the 
whole story to Judges F raser and Co­ 
hen in the crim inal courts. 
The pub 
lie 
prosecutor 
told 
the court that 
Klein during the last few days made a 
statem ent which covered a period of 
years and which statem ent had been 
corroborated, exposing the whole sys­ 
tem of graft in form er councils of this 
city 
He said six banks had in 1908 
paid »he sum of $102,000 to be elected 
city ^ 
positories. 
He also told the 
court thai street vacation frauds were 
covered in Klein's statem ent to him. 
Seven form er m em bers of councils 
had pleaded nolle contendere to the 
charged brought by the district attor­ 
ney before Judge F raser and received 
suspended sentences. 
Assistant District Attorney Seymour 
made the open announcem ent that “if 
th ere were any more present who de­ 
sired to do likew ise” he would “see 
that they received the sam e consider­ 
ation.” 
Among the men to come forward 
was Dr. W. ll. W eber, a m em ber of 
select council, as well as a physician 
prominent in his profession. 
Dr. W eber told Ju d g e Frazer how 
he had received $lo.0on delivered at 
his house. The money was done up in 
a shoe l»ox and was to be distributed 
among councilmen for their vote and 
influence in the passage of an ordi­ 
nance by which the city would vacate 
a certain street. 


6enate Committee Turns Down $10,000 
a Year For Roosevelt. 
W ashington. March 22.—The senate 
com mittee on pensions agreed to re­ 
port favorably bills to grant pensions 
of $5000 a year to Frances F. Cleve­ 
land. widow of former President Gro­ 
ver Cleveland, and Mary Lord H arri­ 
son. widow of form er P resident Ben­ 
jamin Harrison. 
At the sam e tim e the com m ittee de­ 
clined to report a bill which would 
place form er President Roosevelt on 
the retired list as commander-in-ehlef 
of th e arm y and navy and give him 
$10,000 a year for the rem ainder of 
his life. 
The bill, which was to give $10,000 
a year to Colonel Roosevelt, does not 
mention him specifically by name, but 
applies to “ form er presidents of the 
United States.” At the sam e time it 
could not affect any one except Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt at the present date.

Have Bill Prepared to Place Power of 


Selecting Committees In Hands of 


a Committee, Instead of Leaving It 


In Speaker’s Hands. 


W ashington. March 22. — Complete ' 
revolution in th e system of business 
in the house— a change th a t proposes 
transfer of legislative control to a 
com m ittee on com m ittees is impending 
as the result of denunciation of the in 
surgents 
as “cow ards” by 
Speaker 
Cannon In a speech Saturday night I 
before the Illinois Republican assoria 
tion. 
Already a proposed 
m easure 
has 
been draw » by a prominent insurgent. , 
which may be introduced at any mo­ 
ment. 
The resolution would create a com 
< 
m ittee on com mittees, to consist ot 
fifteen members, nine of them to he 
Republicans and six Democrats, all to 
be elected by the house. This commit 
tee would be vested with the duty of 
selecting all 
com m ittees Instead of 
leaving th at power in the sp eak er’s 
hands. 
T he m em bership would he dis 
tributed geographically, so that the 
interests of every section would be 
protected. 
The resolution proposes even great­ 
er power for th a t com m ittee—ju ris­ 
diction of conference reports and of 
appropriation hills- thus enabling the 
fifteen m em bers representing the piem- 
bershlp of both parties to control the 
vitals cl business. 
It Is proposed to give the general 
com m ittee power to take business out 
of the regular standing com m ittees In 
the event of dissatisfaction with the 
business as conducted in the regular 
committees. 
T here is no specification as to in 
surgent representation on that gen­ 
eral committee, the insurgents not be 
Ing insistent or apprehensive on that 
si*ore. 
Some of the regulars made over 
lures to the insurgents with a view to 
restoring peace. The speaker’s char 
aeterizations of the insurgents figured 
In the talk. T he regulars urged the 
insurgents to act conservatively and 
not to be “ fired” by any Informal u t­ 
terances Into taking any radical steps. 
The counsel was for “ peace, rootier 
atlon and party harmony.” 
Uproar Marks Session. 
Marked 
disorder 
greeted 
Speaker 
Cannon as he rapped for order in the 
house and soon he was angrily pound­ 
ing his desk with his gavel. 
Barely a 
fourth of th e mem bers were in their 
seats when th e roll call started, but 
the galleries were filled In expectation 
of exciting s c e n e s following up the 
overthrow 
of “C annonism ” and the 
obi rules oommitb-e last Saturday. 
The first echo of th a t hard battle 
was heard when R epresentative WH 
Ham B. Wilson (Dem ), of Pennsylva­ 
nia. introduced a resolution authoriz­ 
ing the new rules com m ittee of the 
house to revise, amend, simplify and 
c o dify the rules of the house. 
Immediately after the chaplain had 
cont bided his prayer, a buzz of con 
ven atio n arose. Happing the m em bers 
to order angrily, the speaker reminded 
them that the unanim ous consent cal 
endar, which was the o rd er of the day, 
“w’as not a safe calendar and the house 
should consider it in an orderly man 
ner.” 
The unanimous consent calendar r e ­ 
ferred to by the speaker was a part of 
the new Fitzgerald rules adopted by 
the house about a year ago In face of 
vigorous o p p o s itio n by Cannon and the 
regular Republicans. 
"The unanimous consent calendar,” 
declared 
Mr. Cannon, 
between 
the 
bangs of his gavel, “has relieved the 
speaker from all responsibility in ex­ 
amining billa before he exercises his 
discretion 
in 
subm itting 
them 
to 
unanim ous consent, and now that dis 
rretion rests upon th e house. 
And.” 
he added in earnest tones, “if the 
house is not in order somebody will 
get burt." 
W hen 
the 
laughter 
th a t followed 
this sally C eased the speaker appealed 
to the spectators to assist in m aintain 
ing order. 
“The chair appeals to the galleries. 
which are not saying a word, to eon 
tlnue in that condition—of course the 
house will k e e p order," he added with 
a smile. 
Some semblance of order was then 
obtained and the house proceeded to 
dispose of a num ber of bills of minor 
Importance on the* calendar. 
Some of the "insurgents” announced 
that they would see President Taft 
about the selection of th e new rules 
com m ittee as soon as he arrived In 
W ashington.

After Senator Penrose had forced 
the Rapid T ransit company to grant 
50 per cent more than the strikers had 
demanded, after Mahon In the nam e 
of the strikers had eagerly accepted 
th* term s and had shaken hands on 
the bargain with the senator, Vice 
President Clarence Wolf, of the com­ 
pany, and others In the conference; 
after the announcem ent by the sena­ 
tor and Mr. Mahon that the strike was 
over. the carm en's union offended the 
mar. 
Penrose, who had obtained for 
tin m more than they had asked. 
The most experienced In politics and 
labor difficulties cannot recall a situa­ 
tion to equal the present state of af­ 
fairs 
Penrose, angered, has returned 
to W ashington 
E. E. Greenawait has 
gone to W ilkes-Barre to consult the 
council of the State Federation of La­ 
bor as to w hether a state strike shall 
be called. 
The whole thing Is In a muddle, and 
the only result that seem s at all clear 
is th at the local carm en will have to 
fight It out alone. T here is no indica­ 
tion of further conferences. 
The carm en say that they repudiated 
the Penrose-Mahon agreem ent because 
they did not want the strike to be set­ 
tled by politicians, and because there 
was no exclusive recognition of their 
union in the peace treaty. As a m atter 
of fact they had log rolled for the a s ­ 
sistance of the politicians, beseeching 
Senator Penrose to coml* over from 
W ashington to help them out. and 
tbFy had never st any tim e the peace 
negotiations were on dem anded exclu­ 
sive recognition.

After the agreem ent had been sign­ 
ed and sealed everybody in Senator 
Pc*nrose‘s office felt so good that there 
was handshaking all around 
Mahon 
a n i the m em bers of the subcom m ittee 
of the com m ittee of ten. who were act­ 
ing with him. assured the Rapid T ran ­ 
sit officials that the men would turn 
to and help the company rehabilitate 
Itself. 
Mahon guaranteed their loy­ 
alty. 
The next step was considered by 
everybody In the conference to be 
purely formal. The articles of agree­ 
ment granting to the strikers rein­ 
statem ent In their Jobs at Increased 
pay and the sam e priority they had en­ 
joyed previously, as well aa arbitration 
of the status of the 173 men discharged 
for cause, were taken by Mr. Mahon to 
the strik e rs’ headquarters to be rati­ 
fied by the com m ittee of ten. T he com­ 
mittee was bound, of course, by the 
action of Its sub-committee appointed 
to deal with Penrose and the Rapid 
T ransit men. 
They declined to ratify 
them and dem anded straight recogni­ 
tion of th e union. 


Judge Roles on Charges Against 


Employers' Association. 


New York. 
March 22.—Judge Ro- 
salsky, of the court of general s e s ­ 
sions. after reviewing th#* testim ony 
in reference to the charge of con­ 
spiracy made by the m em bers of the 
E nterprise Steam F itters' association 
against the Building Trades Employ­ 
ers’ association 
told the grand jury 
tnst from the testim ony adduced it 
was evident that the crim e of con­ 
spiracy had been com mitted and that 
indictm ents should be found. 
Judge Rosalsky said: "If the Build­ 
ing 
Trades 
E m ployers’ 
association, 
which em braces nearly every prom! 
nent building contractor and virtually 
controls tho building trades in G reater 
New Y’ork. the city of Newark, and 
that 
part of New Jersey which is 
within a radius of ten miles of the 
New York city hall, com mits acts of 
an oppressive character, a com bina­ 
tion which so widely affects the pub­ 
lic Interest becomes a serious menace 
to the community, 
"This would be equally so lf work­ 
ingmen were to com bine under simi­ 
lar circum stances and by threats and 
intimidation commit acts in further­ 
ance of a scheme to prevent one from 
exercising his trade or business." 
The strike which resulted has been 
pending for several months. It is al­ 
leged that the employers, members 
of the Building T rades Employers' as 
seriation, entered Into a combination 
not to employ any of the mem bers of 
the 
E n t e r p r i s e Steam fitters' assoria 
tioa, all of whom are on strike. 


United States to Buy Land. 
W ashington, March 22.—A bill ap­ 
propriating $3,600,000 for the enlarge­ 
ment of the capitol grounds, so as to 
afford an avenue 150 feet wide from the 
depot plaza to the peace m onum ent at 
the Pennsylvania avenue approach to 
the capitol, passed the senate without 
debate.

Train Were Riding In the "Smoker" 


and the Day Coach. 


Marshalltown, la.. March 22. — At 
least 
fortyfive 
persons were killed 
and thirty-one injured in the wreck of 
a Hock Island train four miles north 
of this city. 
It Is feared that the 
df*th list resulting from the trash, 
which occurred on th e Great W estern 
tracks, will reach sixty 
Three thou­ 
sand searchers are working In the de 
brin anti an effort is being made to 
account for a num ber or passengers 
who are missing. 
No easterners are 
among the dead and injured so tar as 
reported. 
The wrecked train is a combination 
train. The train was forced to make a 
detour over the Great W estern tracks 
on account of the burning of a bridge 
seventeen miles north of Cedar Ra­ 
pids. It was while the train was mov­ 
ing over this stretch of track that the 
crash came. 
The engine left the track and stuck 
in the bank in a deep cut at the top 
of a hill while going at the speed of 
twenty-five miles an hour. The sec­ 
ond engine hurled Itself on top of the 
other, crushing It fu rth er into the 
earth. 
The sudden impact caused the 
Pullman sleeper to telescope the smok­ 
ing car jurat behind, driving the sleep­ 
ing car clear through the smoker. The 
sm oker In turn telescoped the woman’s 
day coach 
In these two cars the 
death loss was appalling then* being 
eighty 
passengers 
In 
the 
women's 
coach and almost 
as many in 
the 
smoker. 
In the sleeper only two were killed 
and five or six hurt, according to Pull­ 
man Conductor E W. Jay. of this city. 
Th** county coroner and one of the 
physicians of the rescue party were 
ba lly hurt by being thrown from an 
am bulance The w reckage caught fire 
and the* bodies of the clead were badly 
burned.
